Against Watkins and Wall. 


Most Volumlous Indictment Found 


Since Hie Days of Harper. 


Mr. Wiill Gives Bond in i he Sum of »10,OOO 
QlVith SI. Stantun, A. A. Branch and 


A.T. Holcoinbas Security—Watkin»' 


Bouti Fixed at §30,000 —His Con- 


tin iun Growing Worse. 


The arrest of J. L>. Watkins and J. 


M. Wall, of thu Farmers' National 
bank, ou indictments found against 
them by the Federal grand jury for 
making false returns as to the condi- 
tion of the bank, has been the one 
topic of discussion in business circles 
for the last two days.. 


Mr. Wall was taken to Cincinnati 


yesterday evening by United States 
Marshal Devauney. 
They arrived too 


late, as court had adjourned for the 
day and Judge Taft had gone home. 
Mr. Wall was taken to the Denuison 
House and stayed all night. 
This 


morning he was taken into court and 
entered a plea of not guilty. 
His bond 


was fixed at §10,000 and was furnished 
by Hon. M. Stanton, A. A. Branch and 
A. T..Holcomb. 
Mr. Stanton joined 


the party on the C. & O. train Friday 
evening. 
Watkins' bond wag fixed at 


§30,000. He is reported dying. 
To- 


day's Enquirer aays: 


The most voluminous 
indictment 


returned by the Federal grand jury 
since the one returned against B. L. 
Harper, vice-president of the defunct 
Fidelity National bank, is the one 
against Jefferson L. Watkins, vice- 
president and book-keeper of the Farm- 
ers' 
National bank of Portsmouth, 


Ohio, and John M. SVall, cashier of the 
same 
institution. 
The 
indictment 


contains forty-eight counts, while that 
of Harpar contained fifty-six. When the 
grand jury made its report, the indict- 
ments against Watkins and Wall were 
kept very quiet in order that the men 
could be more easily apprehended- 
On 


the first count the men are charged 
with unlawfully, wrongfully, know- 
ingly and feloniously, on Ocotber 3, 
1893, making a false entry in reference 
to the liabilities of 'the bank. 
The 


entry was as follows: Individual do. 
posits subject to check, |122,511.56. 
According to the bank examiner's re- 
port the amount should have been 
$214,886.07. 


The second count charges Watkins 


•with making a certain false entry Oc- 
tober 8, 1896, in rlgard to the re- 
sources of the bank. The entry showed 
that only $1,215.43 was credited on ac- 
count of overdrafts on various accounts. 
In this there was a big discrepancy. 
The amount should have been f 118,- 
304.25. 


The third count charged Watkins 


with making a false entry in the fol- 
lowing item: Resources. 17 checks 
and other cash items (see schedule) 
$2,360.40. The amount should have 
been §25,130,94. 


On the fourth count Watkins is 


charged with making a false entry in 
reference to the resources in the fol- 
lowing item: Gold coin, $1,000; gold 
treasury certificates, $7,000; silver dol- 
lars, $800; fractional 
silver 
coin, 


$260.30, making a total of $9,060.30. 
There, in fact, was a much loss sum, 
to-wit, $1,892.92. 


The fifth count charges Watkins with

M. Wall is included.

Tho Press this morning has au inter- 


esting article iu reference to the at- 
tempt to suppress the edition of their 
paper last Saturday. It is stated bold- 
ly, and clearly shown, that the whole 
contemptible business originated in the 
Blade office. 


According to the Press, a '"hmr- 


braiued attache" of the Blade was in 
the oftice of T. M. Patterson when one 
of the Press employes went there to 
have the tickets cut, to be used in the 
stove scheme. The Press says that the 
"squint-eyed bluuderbus reported the 
fact to the Blade, and a council of war 
was held," and the plan concocted to 
knock out the Press. 


The Press says 
further: 
"They 


knew that our mail would, in all prob- 
ability, be in the post-office by 9 or 10 
o'clock Friday night. So they repaired 
to a saloon near the post-office (most of 
the schemes and plans of the Blade are 
concocted in a saloon) and asked the 
proprietor if he had a Press. The gen- 
tleman said he had not, but-supposed 
his Press was in the office, and he went 
for it, not knowing, o£ course, -what 
the fellows wanted. 


"The things (we can't call them gen- 


tlemen, and really owe an apology to 
'things' for classing them as such) both 
grabbed the Press, hunted through its 
main columns, and finally pounced 
upon the article which they sought. 
Then another council was held, the 
advice of the large luminary of legal 
lore and "stool pigeon of the Blade" 
was sought, the article was decided to 
be at least technically a violation of 
the postal rules, and straightway the 
clerk on duty was notified that the 
Press was unmailable. 
Postmaster 


Jones was sent for and hurried to the 
office. 
He wasn't sure, but 
thought 


there was a question, so he wrote a 
letter to the chief inspector at Cincin- 
nati and went home to bed. The Blade 
fellows, meanwhile, were, of course, 
much pleased, and dreamed dreams of 
a suspended Press and of the halcyon 
days when people had to ask its per- 
mission to live. They believed the 
good old days, when they could, witfc 
impunity, invade peaceful homes anc 
smirch the character of fair sons anc 
lovely daughters were returning; anc 
the world looked newer and brighter 
to them on Saturday morning

"AYhat about silver?" aslicd the re- 


porter. 


'"Silver is surely as good as paper, 


If the govern- 
ment pays her indebtedness in si'ver 
she is paying it in a better currency 
than in paper. 
All nations would be 


bankrupt to-day if they were asked to 
pay this indebtedness in gold.

"•itli scarcely an exception, and many 
of the" large employers of labor in the 
United States, are engaged in a con- 
certed effort to coerce their employes 
into voting at the approaching election 
against their own convictions, I deem 
:f my duty to call upon all those who 
belU-ve in the supremacy of the law and 
the\mtramrneled freedom of the indi- 
vidual in the right of exercising the bal- 
lot to use their utmost effort to prevent 
H,e success of this most flagrant act of 
lawlessness; for if this conspiracy suc- 
peeds government by corporation will 
have superseded government by the 
people. 
"Corporations have no powers—ex- 


cept those conferred specifically in the 
laws creating them. 
The right to 


coerce voters or to interfere with 
American citizens in the exercise of 
their rights at the ballot box are not 
named m any of these acts of incoi- 
poration, and when corporations un- 
dertake to exercise such powers they 
become lawbreakers and the good of 
society demands that they be rebuked 
and punished. During the present con- 
test, which involves questions of the 
utmost moment to the American peo- 
jile, thousands of men have been com- 
pelled, by fear of losing their places, to 
join clubs and march in processions in 
beLulf of a cause they detest. Inquests 
from corporation bosses to vote the 
republican ticket, which, are perfectly 
understood to convey a throat of dis- 
charge in case of refusal, are made 
every clay to men who dare not resent 
the insult. 


"The 
corporations which thus appeal to 


force ami fraud strike at the very founda- 
tion of republican government, and the 
lovers of free institutions mu»t arcane 
themselves to save the country from thl» 
great peril. 


"Especially should the workingmen 


assert their manhood rights. If they 
vote their convictions and in accordance 
with their hitoree-ts, the democratic 
ticket is certain of election, and in that 
cnsc the employing corporations will 
have no desire to embark upon a policy 
of punishment. On the. contrary, they 
v.-ill be eager to conciliate employes 
who will have behind the assertion of 
their rights the vast powers of a fed- 
oral administration in sympathy with 
those who toil.

"Thorn is no danger of a general 


stampede being made cm the United 
Stiites treasury by the people or the 
creditors. This thing of preserving the 
credit of our nation is good sentiment, 
but our government discounted its own 
paper over its own counter during the 
civil war. The soldier was paid in paper 
money on the battlefield and tiie cus- 
tom house duties were (Jemanded in 
gold. We sold $1,000 bonds for $2»0 in 
gold and paid six per cent, interest in 
gold on the face value of them. 
To 


whose advantage is the gold standa-d? 
The shylocks of Europe and the gold- 
bugs of Wall street. And at whose loss? 
The toiling masses." 


"Do you believe the prices of com- 


modities would, rise if we were to have 
free coinage of silver at a ratio of six- 
teen to one, as declared for by the Chi- 
cago platform?" 


"Some commodities would probably
